Madison, Wis., March 29.—An opin- 
ion of the attorney general, rendered 
Tuesday to State Health Officer C. A. 
Harper, defines the statutes as cloth- 
ing the state board of health with 
authority to promulgate a rule requir- 
ing all druggists or other distributors 
of diphtheria anti-toxin to report all 
sales thereof to local health officers, 
giving the name of the purchaser and 
of the person on whom the serum is 
to be used. 
Reports 
of 
diphtheria anti-toxin 
sales are needed to enable local health 
offlcres and the state board of health 


to secure adequate reports of cases of 
diphtheria as well as of suspected 
cases of this disease. 
Since antitoxin 
is now almost universally used for the 
prevention and euro of diphtheria, the 
reports obtained from druggists and 
other distributors will make it possi- 
ble, under such a rule, to locate hith- 
erto unknown cases where the family 
sought to avoid quarantine by keep- 
ing the presence of the disease a se- 
cret-

This may be true, but unless it is corn 
grown in Rock, county or adjacent ter- 
ritory it is not the best seed for this 
county and can only be planted at a 
loss, for it is an indisputable fact that 
home-grown seed is the best seed to 
plant. 
Imported seed will not do as 
well the first year as home-grown 
seed. Rock county has as good seed 
as may be found anywhere 
in the 
state, and if there is not enough to 
plant her acres for the year 1916 a 
large loss will result. 
So much has 
already been said in the Garden and 
agricultural department and in other 
columns 
of 
the 
Gazette 
about 
methods of testing corn that it seems 
unnecessary to repeat the directions 
here. The writer would call attention 
to the posters put up by the agricul- 
tural department in postofflces 
and 
other public places for the use of the 
farmers during Seed Corn week, giv- 
ing full and explicit directions for 
testing. If any further help is needed 
the undersigned will be glad to answer 
any questions. A number of the boys 
at the high school are testing corn, 
some for their own home-farms and 
some for other farms. 


One lot of crib corn of one hundred 
ears was found to be worthless, but 
most of the corn tested, has shown up 
well. 
Occasional ears have been 


found to be worthless. Had they been 
planted a loss of from three to five 
dollars would result. 


One can afford to test a consider- 
able amount of corn for the sake of 
throwing out these ears, because he 
can make good wages at it. The man 
who hasn't time 
to test corn will 
Probably spend a considerable portion 
of his time next summer replanting 
and later in cultivating a partial crop. 
In reading the test care should be 
taken to note whether the 
kernel 
shows sprouts 
for both roots and 
stalk. If one or the other is lacking 
the kernel is not good. 


The farmer to whom reference has 
been made above, is testing his corn 
by a modification of the sawdust box 
metnod which he finds applicable to a 
large quantity of corn. He places the 


six kernels from each ear in a small 
envelope, and then soaks the en've- 
lopejn water and piles them five deep 
on the squares. He covers these with 
a cloth, then puts in another pile of 
five, then anoth-er cloth, and another 
pile. In this way be tests fifteen ears 
to each square instead of one ear as 
IB usually done.

Question: 
How will it do to get 
seed of southern corn and mix with 
Golden Glow to get more green mat- 
ter for the silo? 


Answer: This is not to be advised 


Corn for the silo should be nearly 
ripe to make satisfactory silage and 
southern corn will not mature at the- 
same time as the Golden Glow and 
very likely will fail to mature at all. 
Experiments have shown conclusively 
that the best silage is made from corn 
that has not only leaves and stalk, but 
ears as well, and all in a good state 
of maturity. 
Immature corn in the 
silo is apt to produce an acid condi- 
tion that makes the feed unpalatable 
to the cows and a lessened milk sup- 
ply is the result.

The pen- 
alty for the federal offense is even 
more severe than for a state offense, 
and a violator can and has been con- 
victed for both offenses.

past ten days or so thousands of ducks 
and geese have gone over Rock coun- 


court at any time should evidence be 
found upon which to base the prose- 
cution. 


"The law also provides that any per- 
.son making complaint and furnishing 
•evidence which leads to the conviction 
jOf a violator is entitled to one-third 
| of the fine imposed. It is not at all 
unusual for cases to be brought into 
| court long after the violations are 
committed and it is indeed unsafe for 
any hunter to feel secure from prose- 
cution even though 'he should escape 
immediate detection.

oni .Tune 7 begins on Monday. 


On tho conservative side of the con- 


test there is a ticket headed liy Gov. 
Philipp, candidate 'for delegate at 
large, which was nominated at the con- 
vention in Madison, Jan. 27, by 1,500 
republicans representing every county 
in the ftate. 
These candidates are- wedged to 


vote for a man who favors the princi- 
ples o£ the platform adopted by Uiat 
convention and if they are elected 
they will go to the convention unm- 
stnicled. 
For Unpledged Delegates. 
It was the sense of the convention 
that thev should be free to vote for tlie 
man who will best represent the 
republican 
party as a 
presiden- 
tial 
candidate. 
He must be for 
tho republican principle of a protec- 
tive tariff, be must be an advocate 01 
a merchant marine and for greater 
economy in affairs of the national gov- 
ernment to command the votes of Wis- 
consin if this delegation is elected. 
The other candidates for delegates 
at laige with the governor are .ludye 
Emit kaensch of Manitowoc, former 
Congressman S. A. Cook of Keenah, 
and Assemblyman C. K. ElHngson of 
Hawkins. The first two have long 
been well and favorably known in 
'the state. Mr. Elllngson is better 
known, in the northern 
part of the 
stato, where for years he has been en- 
1 gaged in the 
lumber and 
land bus- 
iness. Going into northern Wisconsin 
from 
Scandinavia a poor boy'mauy 
.years ago, he 'has earned a place 
•among the substantial business men 
of that section. 
Radicals for La Fo-llette. 
The radical ticket represents one- 
.issue, the candidacy of Robert M. Lia 
'Folleite for the -presidency. The can- 
didates for delegates at large are 
Christian Doerfler of Milwaukee, Wal- 
ter Houser of Mondovi. A..W. Sanborn 
of Ashland, and James Thompson of 
•ILa Crosse. The first two have been 
.La Follette men since the senior semi- 
;tor entered politics. The last two 
.bare been Roosevelt adherents, and 
by many still considered of that faith. 
•Just as these candidates were selected 
jby Mr. L*a Follette they represent the 
(principles he stands for, among them 
the democratic idea of a tariff. 
Although several hundred radicals 
met at Madison several weeks ago, 
they did not adopt a platform, and 
their campaign rests therefore on the 
IJR, Follette candidacy and nothing 
else. 
Roosavelt Second Choice. 
This is the situation on the surface. 
The statement was 
made several 
••weeks ego, however, that after Mr. La 
Follotte's candidacy became impossi- 
ble, which must be soon after the flrst 
ballot, tie radical delegation would 
go to Roosevelt. Tbis statement was 
denied, but it is confirmed now by the 
following appeal for votes printed 1n 
the Aigoma Record, a La Follette 
newspaper: 
"On April 4 next the people of the 
ninth congressional district will have 
a chance to express themselves as to 
whom they desire on a presidential 
candidate. The standpat republicans 
have -pieced in nomination Senator 
Perry and Charles J. .Hagen. The 
progressive republican vote will prob- 
ably be thrown for Messrs. HaU of 
Green Bay and Sharp of Oconto. These 
gentlemen, will, if elected, probably 
give a complimentary vote' to Senator 
La Follette, and then vote for Col. 
Roosevelt. 
We have 
it tolerably 
straight that both Hall and Sharp are 
at heart for Roosevelt." 
Hughes is Preferred. 
The candidates of the radicals are, 
therefore, la. Follette and Roosevelt. 
The conservatives are to go unin- 
Ftructed. but it is known that they will 
personally fnvor Justice Hughes. Gov. 
Pbilii.p has stated this preference, and 
has publicly announced that he will 
not. vote for Col: Roosevelt. 
In the flrst district the regular re- 
publicans have- as candidates George 
Ingersoll- of Beloit. a manufacturer 
who is popular with the shop men 
who make up the large part of the in- 
dustrial life of that city, and \V. \V. 
Storms, district attorney of Racine 
county. C. D. Rosa of Beloit, who was 
defeated two years ago for the assem- 
bly by A. J. Winesar, and C. C. Git- 
tings of Hacine, a Roosevelt man, are 
their opponents. In the second, the 
regular republican candidates are P. K. 
Wneeler of Plymouth and P. J. Kis- 
pert: Their opponents are A. A. Por- 
ler of Portage and Henry Krumery of 
Plymouth. Some opposition has de- 
veloped against these 
candidates 
among La Follette men in this district 
because they were picked at a confer- 
ence held in the sixth district. At 
least one La Follette paper is support- 
ing: the regular convention nominees. 
Mr. Kispert is a resident of Jeffer- 


son, near the home' of former Gov. 
Hoard, who is also an ardent support- 
er of the conservative candidates for 
delegates. 


Roethe Strong Candidate. 
H. E. Roethe, editor of the Fenni- 
more Times, who received nearly all 
or tho votes of his county as a candi- 
date for governor in 1914, and He.-;ry 
L. Dahle of Mount Horeb, a leading 
Scandinavian of that section, are the 
regular republican candidates in the 
third district. Their opponents -are 
John J. Blaiae, who bolted the republi- 
can primary ticket two years ago, and 
M. B. Olbrich of Madison, who was a 
leader in that movement to repudi- 
ate The primary law. In the fourth, a 
Milwaukee district, the regular repub- 
lican candidates are Frank X. Bodon 
and Kichard Gumz.

Executive '•' Committee 'of 
National 


Guard Informs President They Are 


Ready for Border Duty. 
[SPECIAL TO TUB OAXBTT13] 


Washington, March 28.-—The| execu- 
tive committee of the' national guard 
has informed President Wilson and 
the war department that the organized 
militia is in readiness for patrol duty 
on the north side of the Mexican bor- 
der. 
It is known that the war depart- 
ment is still carefully considering a 
call to this arm of the service. 


The organized militia in forty-seven 
states, Nevada alone having no force, 
amounts to 8,705 officers and .120,693 
enlisted'men. 
All ere armed and 
equipped except 
for a few supplies 
which it is thought readily can be-fur- 
nished . The division of militia affaJra 
assured inquirers today that Governor 
Dunne's fear that the unpreparednees 
days of 1898 might be repeated are 
unfounaed.

The volunteer army act of two years 
ago waa Intended to 
facilitate the 
raising of volunteer forces from other 
than the organized militia, stipulating 


j only that in the raising of troops for 
foreign service 
the existing forces 


should receive preference.

Previous Legislation Helps. 
Previous: legislation aiming at the 
promotion of efficiency on the part of 
the miHtia included the act of 1903 by 
;means of which the existing forces

SAN ANTONIO SECOND 


CAPITAL OF MEXICO 


Texas City Harbors Fifteen Hundred 


Noted Mexicans, Leaders in the 


Various Factions. 


San Antonio, March 29.—For the 
last three years San Antonio has been 
the unofficial capital of Mexico. Here 
the rival juntas of the Carranza-and 
Villa forces have plotted and intri- 
gued. From San Antonio most of the 
financial aid so desperately needed by 
both sides at various times in the ups 
and downs of their fortunes has been 
negotiated and from here munitions 
have been bought and supplies for- 
warded. 


Today there are over fifteen hun- 
dred prominent and formerly wealthy 
Mexicans living in San Antonio. Every- 
one of them is vitally interested in 
the success 
of either Carranza or 
Villa. Many of them are men who in 
the last few years have held the 
.highest official positions in one or the 
other of the 
shifting governments 
that have held temporary sway over 
the southern republic, or parts of it. 
Four cabinet ministers of the old 
Huerta regime,'the most prominent 
being Manuel 
Garza 
Aldape, ex- 
minister of agriculture 
and Richard 
Gomez Robelo, attorney 
general for 
Huerta and -the man who guided the 
old Indian warrior in the tortuous 
legal phases of his conflict with Presi- 
dent Wilson. 
Closely associated with them is Sa- 
lome Botella, ex-governor of the state 
of Nuevo Leon under Huerta. 
This 
group is now reputed to be interested 
in Villa's campaign. 
The Mexican Catholic church is 
represented by four archbishops and 
about thirty bishops who have been 
driven out of .Mexico by the various 
warring factions. 
With them are a 
large number 
of priests who also 
were compelled to flee from the coun- 
try. 


Then there is a sprinkling of ad- 
herants of the ebullient Felix Diaz, 
who always has a revolution ripe for 
picking if he can necure support: and 
also there are; some1 supporters'of'Za- 
pata. 


The interests of Carranza are offi- 
cially administered by Teodule R. Bel- 
trail. Mexican counsul general for the 
southwestern United States. 
Connected with his, office in an un- 


official but very important capacity is 
Sam Belden, a San Antonio attorney 
vyho has a title of chief-advisor of the 
consulate. 
Belden is reputed to be 
close to Carranza and one of the men 
who in dealings with, the United 
States government the First Chief is 
flrst to turn to for advice. 
There, are seven Mexican -newspa- 
pers published in 
San Antonio to 
serve the needs of the forty odd thou- 
sand native Mexicans who live in and 
about the 
city. 
All are bitterly 
partisan in backing their factional in- 
terests and several have very 
fair 
circulations.
